so a s to rev ea l the condition o f tlie 
contents” is omitted by many pro­ 
ducers who rely on ca re in collecting 
to elim ina te 
all 
bad eg g s. 
It is. 
howev er, im possible to av oid an o c­ 
ca siona l a ccident 
and ca ndling 
is 
therefore a dv isa ble a s in extra pre­ 
ca ution. 
A simple outfit ca n he made 
out o f a sm a ll hand lamp and an 
ordina ry pa steboa rd box sufficiently 


large to be placed ov er 
the 
lamp, 
a fter the ends ha v e been remov ed, 
without risk o f fire. 
In 
order to 
supply air to the 
enclosed 
lamp, 
notch should be cut in the edge on 
which the box rests. 
A round hole 
is then cut in the box at the lev el 
of the lamp flame and the ca ndling 
done by holding ea ch eg g a g a inst 
this hole while the rest o f the room 
is in da rkness. 
The light from the 
lamp rev ea ls the contents o f tlie eg g 
and those tha t show any defect ca n 
he rejected.

E g g s should nev er be 
wa shed when intended for hig h-cla ss 
tra de, since the process remov es a 
na tura l 
m ucila g inous 
coa ting and 
oj>ens the pores o f the shell. 
A fter this thorough elimination of 
the unfit, the eg g s that remain should 
be ca refully pa cked in a conta iner 
o f 
corrug a ted 
pa steboa rd, 
metal, 
wood or 
other 
suita ble 
m a teria l. 
The post office reg ula tions require 
this conta iner to be so wrapped that 
nothing ca n esca pe from the pa ck­ 
ag e and ea ch eg g in a ddition to he 
wrapped 
sepa ra tely 
in 
excelsior, 
cotton, or some such m aterial. 
Any 
soft pa per serv es the purpose quite 
well. 
As for the conta iner itself, 
there are m a ny kinds on the market 
and the Department o f Ag riculture 
inv estig a tors ha v e not a ttem pted to 
decide which is the best. 
Instea d 
they refer inquirers to the v a rious 
Sta te experiment sta tions which ha v e 
a v a ila ble inform a tion on this ques­ 


tion. 
In pa cking eg g s it is well to sort 
them a s fa r a s is pra ctica l a ccording 
to size and color and to keep for 
home use those which are irreg ula r 
in sha pe, 
unusa lly long or 
thin- 
shelled. 
Conta iners tha t hav e been 
badly sta ined by broken eg g s should 
he replaced by hew ones and the 
pa cka g e wrapped a s nea tly a s p o ss­ 
ible. 
In short ev ery effort should lie 
made to deliv er a s 
a ttra ctiv e 
a 
pa cka g e a s possible into the ha nds of 
the custom ers. 
The extra expense 
will be little and the returns in in­ 
crea sed trade grea t. 
The la rg er the shipm ents that the 
producers can a rra ng e to make the 
chea per ca n he afford to sell his 
eg g s. 
W ithin the first and second 
zones o f the pa rcel post serv ice, a 
pa cka g e coa ts fiv e cents for 
the 
first pound and only one cent for' 
ea ch a dditiona l pound. 
O rdina lily 
eg g s weigh about la pounds a dozen, 
which with the a dditiona l weight of 
the wra pping 
and the 
conta iner, 
would make a pa cka g e o f a 
dozen 
eg g s weigh between two or 
throe 
pounds. 
The posta g e 011 this would 
be 7 cents. 
If a nother dozen egg s 
were included in the pa cka g e the p o s t­ 
ag e would not he more tha n 9 cents, 
or 4] instea d o f 7 cents a dozen eg g s 


To the v a lue o f the eg g s and the 
cost o f posta g e must he added the 
cost o f the conta iner and the wrappt 
ing. 
For two dozen eg g s this may 
be estim a ted at 8 cents. 
With p ost­ 
a g e at 9 cents, it would therefore, 
cost 17 cents to market two dozen 
eg g s, or 8 | cents a dozen. 
By ship­ 
ping in 19 -dozen lots, it is estim a ted 
tha t the m a rketing cost con be re­ 
duced to 4.7 cents a dozen. 
Where the conta iner can he used 
more tha n once, this cost ca n of 
course be som ewhat reduced. 
Large 
sized conta iners will sta nd from two 
to four trips, sm a ller ones three to 
fiv e, so tha t it will pa y the producer 
to induce his custom er to return the 
conta iners periodica lly. 
The posta g e 
required for this is o f course deduct­ 
ed from the bill for the next ship­ 
ment. 
Althoug h it is obv iously a dv a n­ 


ta g eous both to the producer and 
consum er that the eg g s be shipped 
in large qua ntities and consequently 
econom ica lly, it must he remembered 
in ta king orders that the supply o f 


eg g s underg oes the g rea test fluctua ­ 
tions.

E g g s are sca rcest and hig hest in 
the fa ll.

little difficulty will he experienced 
then in disposing o f the entire outmit 
iuid it will in consequence tie un­ 
profit abe to div ert a ny of the supply 
to home purposes.

six months was $112.8 9 .

$7 .09 for ordinary 
repairs and $4.44 for clothing. 
It cost nearly $8 an inmate more, 
to pay the salaries and wages of the 
employes than it did for food for the 
inmates.

that the army of employes of these 
institutions is recruited largely front 
the ranks of political workers, and

That the eggs should be properly 


packed is of course essential. THs 
implies time, care and some expense 
and is one reason why no attempt 
should be made to market by parcel 
post any but the finest quality of 
eggs, for they alone will bring re- 
munerative prices. Moreover, if the 
customer who 
buys in small 
lots 


finds that any considerable propor- 
tion of his purchases is undesir- 
able or even unattractive in appear- 
ance, he will not trouble to ask for 
deductions on that account; he will 
simply discontinue his orders. 
The 


producer, therefore, must see to it. 
that all the eggs the postman 
de- 


livers are what he represents them to 
be. 


This can be done by ?an..lling them. 


Candling. "The process of testing 
eggs by passing light through them 
so as to reveal the condition of the 
contents'' is omitted by many pro- 
ducers who rely on care in collecting 
to eliminate 
all 
bad oggs. 
It is. 


however, impossible to avoid an oc- 
casional accident 
and Dandling 
is 


therefore advisable as in extra pre- 
caution. A simple outfit can he made 
out of a small hand lamp and an 
ordinary pasteboard box sufficiently 
large to be placed over 
the lamp, 


after the ends have been removed, 
without risk of fire. In 
order to 


supply air to the 
enclosed 
lamp, 


notch should be cut in the edge on 
which the box rests. 
A round hole 


is then cut in the box at the level 
of the lamp flame and the candling 
done by holding each egg against 
this hole while the rest of the room 
is in darkness.

)crature may start incubation and 
ause the egg to spoil and injure the 
shipper's reputation. 
It is advis- 


able, therefore, to retain the fertile 
eggs for home use or dispose of 
them in some other way than through 
the parcel post. This is also true o* 
soiled eggs. Eggs should never be 
washed when intended for high-class 
trade, since the process removes a 
natural 
mucilaginous 
coating and 


opens the pores of the shell. 


After this thorough elimination of 


the unfit; the eggs that remain should 
be carefully packed in a container 
of 
corrugated 
pasteboard, 
metal. 


wood or 
other 
suitable 
material. 


The post office regulations 
require 


this container to be so wrapped that 
nothing can escape from the pack- 
age and each egg in addition to be 
wrapped 
separately 
in 
excelsior, 


cotton, or some such material. Any 
soft paper serves the purpose quite 
well. 
As for the container itself, 


there are many kinds on the market 
and the Department of Agriculture 
investigators have not attempted to 
decide which is the best. 
Instead 


they refer inquirers to the various 
State experiment stations which have 
available information on this ques- 
tion. 


In packing eggs it is well to sort 


them as far as is practical according 
to size and color and to keep for 
home use those which are irregular 
in shape, 
uuusally long or 
tliin- 


shelled. 
Containers that have been 


badly stained by broken eggs should 
be replaced by new ones and the 
package wrapped as neatly as po?-s- 
ible. In short every effort should lie 
made to deliver as 
attractive 
a 


package as possible into the hands of 
the customers. 
The extra expense 


will be little and the returns in in- 
creased trade great. 


The larger the shipments thai the 


producers can arrange to make the 
cheaper can he afford to sell his 
eggs. 
Within the first and second 


zones of the parcel post service, a 
package costs five cents for 
the 


first pound and only one cent for 
each additional pound. 
Ordinal ily 


eg-gs weigh about 1-1 pounds a dozen, 
which with the additional weight rif 
the wrapping 
and the container, 


would make a package of a 
do/en 


eggs weigh between two or 
llu'o'e 


pounds. The postage ou this woulO 
be 7 cents. 
If another dozen egg 


were included in the package the post- 
age would not be more than 9 cents, 
or 4 A instead of 7 cents a dozen eggs. 


To the value of the eggs and the 


cost of postage must l>e added ihb 
cost of the container and the wrapp-. 
ing. 
'For two dozen eggs this may 


be estimated at S cents. With post- 
age at 9 cents, it would therefore, 
cost 17 cents to market two dozen 
eggs, or SA cents a dozen. By ship- 
ping in 10-do7.cn lots, it is estimated 
that (he marketing cost con be re- 
duced to 4.7 cents a dozen. 


Where the container can be usei 


more than once, this cost can ol 
course be somewhat reduced. , Large 
sized containers will stand from tw( 
to four trips, smaller ones three t( 
five, so thai it will pay the produce! 
to induce his customer to return tin 
containers periodically. The postage 
required for this is of course deduct- 
ed from the bill for the next ship- 
ment. 


Although it is obviously advan- 


tageous both to the producer am 
consumer that the eggs be shipped 
in large quantities and consequently 
economically, it must be rememberer 
in taking orders that the supply ol 
eggs undergoes the greatest fluctua- 
tions. 
In times of scarcity it is not 


good policy for the producer to send 
all his output to one customer, neg- 
lecting his other friends nor in times 
of plenty can he expect to dispo»< 
of his entire stock to his regular 
customers. 
These points must

.ittle difficulty will be experienced 
lien in disposing of the entire output 
ind it will in consequence be un-

o home purposes. This difficulty can 
je overcome by preserving eggs in the 
spring, when they arc plentiful and 
cheap. 
A solution of water glass 


which can be obtained at drug stores 
'or 75 cents a gallon, should be used 
'.ov this purpose, each quart being 
diluted with 10 quarts of water which 
lias been boiled and cooled. 
The 


eggs should be packed in stone jars 
or crocks and the solution poured 
over them, or they may be carefully 
placed in the solution 
each day. 


l£ggs kept in this way are perfectly 
good but naturally they do not com- 
mand the prices of those newly-laid 
The shells sometimes break in boiling, 
i)tit this may he avoided by punctur- 
ing the.end with a pin just before 
they are dropped into the water. 


The only drawback to marketing 


eggs by parcel post appears to be the 
time and trouble involved in packing 
them. 
This is compensated for by 


the extra price that can always be 
obtained for products that are abso- 
lutely reliable. At, bottom, therefore 
the shipper's success depends upon 
the care with which he safeguards the 
reputation of his products.
